WASHINGTON — President Climon and 
Newt Gingrich worked in tandem late Sunday 
in an imcenain effort to mu.sdc trade legisla- 
tion throiigli the House.

The case of the 19-year-old 
British au pair, who is serving a 
life sentence for murdering a baby 
in her care, has inspired lawmak- 
ers to action and driven home- 
makers to protest. 

Over dinner tables, on televi- 
sion iuid at the supermarket, peo- 
ple have taken sides. Did she kill 
Matthew Fapiier,? Was she treat- 
ed too harshly? Everyone has iuid 
their say. 

Everyone, that is, but the one 
person whose word carries the 
weiglit of the law iK-hind it — the 
judge who has held her immedi- 
ate fate in his hands for five days. 

Superior Court Judge Hiller B. 
Zobel’s ruling on wlieiher Ms. 
W(H)dward's second-degree mur- 
der conviction stands or falls was 
e.vpected as early as Monday. 


Zt)bel was faced with four clinic- 
es: He could leave Ms. Wood- 
ward’s murder conviction un- 
touched, reduce it to man- 
slaughter, order a new trial or 
acquit her. 

No matter what liis dcci.sion. it 
almost surely will Ixt appealed. 

A jury convicted NLs. Woodward 
Oct. 30 of killing 8-month-old 
Matthew by shaking him and 
slamming his head agaiast a hard 
olije-ci in I'ehmary. 

'Hie verdict carried an automat- 
ic seiuence of life in prison, with 
tile earliest pos.sibiIity of parole in 
15 years. 

Ms. Woodward, the baby and 
liis 2vyear-old brother were alone 
in the Happens’ suburban home 
the day she called for iielp, saying 
the baby was having trouble 
broatliing. 

Paramedics and doctors who 
treated the baby at Children’s 


Hospital indicated he had been 
abased. After he was taken off life 
support five days later, an autopsy 
report blamed his death on shak- 
en inhint syndrome. 

Ms. Woodward's three-week 
trial was largely a duel between 
medical e.v(K.'ns. Those called by 
the prosecution remained firm in 
tiieir contentions that a deliber- 
ate, violent action caused Mat- 
thew’s injuries. Those called by 
the defense testified ihar'he died 
after a tliree-week-old head injury 
l)cgan to rc-bkx-d- 

Ms. Woodward herself tiKik the 
stand to deny that she did any- 
thing to iiarm the child. Her 
lawyers, led by former .O^J — 
Simpson defender Bany Scheck, 
were so convinced slie would be 
acquitted that they successfully 
petitioned the judge to remove 
manslaughier as an option for the 
jurors to consider.

.Ada and Blaine counties, are driving 
up taxes on long-time residents. 

But it’s far from the nightmarish 
scenario of someone losing his home 
to the tax collector. Tlie people of this 
state generou.sly have decided they 
want to prevent that kind of injtwtice. 
and they have spent a lot of money - 
more than 5205 million t and effort in 
so doing. C 

For the tax. protester, both in and 
out of office, that doesn't make nearly 
os appealing a stump speech or cam- 
paign commercial. They’ll be back 
next year with more horror stories 
about the downtrodden victims of the 
property tax. 

Just don't hold your breath waiting 
for the details.

Veteran Thai politician Chuan 
appointed premier for 2nd term 


BANGKOK, ThaUand (.AP> — 
rsm-tn Lfekpoi was appointed to 
his secDod snnt as prime ministef 
Sunday, putting him in charge of 
tr yi n g to Thailand out of the 
economic crisis that brought 
down his predecessor. 

leader of the oppoadon 
Democrat Party, was returned to 
the positioQ in large pan because 
of his reputation for moderation 
and rcspoctsxbility. 

“Please be confident that we 
will do our job with honesty and 
concern for the benefit of the 
people, as best as we can," 
Chuan said after his appoint- 
mexit. 

When hie last held the post, 
from September 1992 to July 
19^ rswetn was seen by some as 
sfanwDoring and uninspiring. He 
was the country’s longest-serving 
elected premier but his govern- 
ment ooQapscd after a land scan- 
dal spfii his coalition. 

Ije, however, retained a repu- 
tation for integrity, and has the 
allegiance of technocrats whose 
abilities are respected in the 
and communi-- 

des. 

His team faces the poliiically 
trickv challenge of nursing the 


financial sector back to health 
while adhering to the strict terms 
of a $172 billion rescue package 
from the International Monetary 
Fund. 

Chunn, 59, succeeds Chavalit 
Yongchaiyudh, who resigned 
"Thui^y after slightly less than n 
year in office. During his 11- 
month tenure, the value of 
Thailand’s currency plummeted 
and the stock market sank to an 
eight-year low.* 

There is widespread, if guard- 
ed, public optimism over the 
prospects for a Chuan-led govern- 
ment, even though hisjroalicion 
includes several panies'accused 
of being opportunistic and cor- 
rupt. 

Analysts agree that Chuan’s 
unprepossessing appearance 
masks a shrewd polici^ acumen. 

"He is both humble and 
padent," the late Kukrit IVamoj, 
a former prime minister, wrote of 
Chuan in 1992. “Whenever he 
gains position and praise, he is 
never boastful or deceitful. ... Yet 
whenever he fails'to attain whuc 
_is- politically expected, he's 
patient enough to accept the 
faa.” 

But aides say Chuan is in fact 


indecisive and ineffective. Some 
acrivists who joined piwlcmocrp- 
cy demonstrati»n.s in 1992 that 
paved the way ft>r Choan’s elec- 
tion accased him of not taking up 
tiic mandate for change. 

Chuan, while prime minister, 
offered the defease that patience 
is t>art of the proccs.s of a democ- 
ratic govemmem. . ■ . . 

“I may not seem prompt to you, 
but we must go throu^i these 
crises democratically, and not use 
shortcuts,” he said. 

Chuan has the support of at 
least at least ZlOinembers of the 
House of Representatives, where 
197 -scats coastiluie a majority. 

Chuan received his royal 
appointment in a ceremony 
Sunday evening at Democrat 
Party headquarters, less than an 
hour after King Bhumiliol 
Adulyadej gave the necessary- 
approval to Spetikerof the House 
\Van Muiiammad Noor Matlia. 

Prior to Chuan's appointment, 
both the bloc headed by his 
Democrat Party and the ruling 
coalition group IedJ>y Chavalit’s 
New Aspinition l*arty claimed to 
iiave a majority of ptuliamemary 
support and the right 10 form a 
new government.

“You have encoumtred obstacles in your 
journey through life. 

“Perhaps the pain you feel has to do with 
a rebtionship that is important to you, a 
change in your job or financial situation, or 
worrisome news about your iieaiih. 

“At this moment you may feel alone with 
your wounds. Outwardly you may feel 
rcitcntmcnt about others who participated 
in your suffering — or about the untni.sC' 
woniiincss of the world.

So says Carol.Orsbom, author of a book 
called "nto An of Resilience." 

Orsbom observe.s that, in encountering 
such oksiaclus, few qualities are more 
important to your, bealib and peace of 
mind than the ability to relMmnd. 

To iliis end, lier book offers readers hope 
and comfort and suggestions of ways to 
regroup and to once again experience 
delight, love and joy.

Orsbom defines resiliency as the art of 
overcoming the inevitable crises in our 
lives which, in the words of one psycholo- 
gist, “occiiy when our theories about our- 
selves in relation to the outside world go 
fundamentally wrong. It is as if your front 
door, one day, instead of opening when you 
. . turned the key, gave you an electric 
shock.” 

“It is the dissonance between our expec- 
tations and our outcomes that causes the 
pain — not the outcomes alone," Orsbom 
explained. “Foremost among our e.xpecia- 
tions is our belief that pain is .something to 
be avoided at all costs; that U is bad for 
you. Suffering does not fit our theory about 
what it lakes to succeed in life and so we 
fail to concede that pain is inevitable in 
each of our lives." 

From Orsbom’s perspective, the key to 
rebounding gracefully and effectively from 
misfortune is recognizing that resiliency 
can be acquired. 

lliose who rebound sooner rather than 
later don't “let their pain whip them into 
extremes — neither frenzy nor denial. 
Rather they engage with their pain, trust- 
ing- that however complete the wreckage, 
the greatest possible good can yet emerge." 

To aid readers to gain such resiliency, 
Orsbom ofk'rs practical suggestions to 
cope with all stages of a crisis: 

• Keep breathing. In the throes of 
shock, as everything around you falls apan, 
unrelenting pain sweeps all else from .sight. 

“At this point in your journey, the best 
tiling to do is learn to be patient tvith your 
pain,” Orsbom said. To endure the pain, 
“breathe slowly and deeply, trusting that 
tile same life force that keeps the process 
of renewal alive in your Ixidy is fueling the 
urge to heal. Your breath, the beating of 
your heart, are already carrying you for- 
ward toward recovery. Even as you seek 
refuge from the ... pain that shudders 
through you, your spirit is burning away 
the darknes.s.” 

• Seek refuge. Find “n place you can 
curl up inside that embraces you just as 

-* you are ... Experience the momeni-wherev— 
er you arc, wherever you go On some 
deep, deep level, the present moment can 
be counted upon to bear witness to the 
ciemol” and can testify to things yet pos.si- 
bio. 

• Embrace your emotions, 'llic etnotiotis 
you experience arc not obstacles to recov- 
ery, butithe very means of deliverance, 
Orsburn explains. Thus, don’t to l;c too 
quick to shed your feelings but, instead, 
consent your “loss, humiliation, powerless' 
ness, uncertainty, mortality ... Hulid your 
life stnicnire upon the truth of the human 
condition, and you will withstand anything 
that fate sends its way." 

• Let go. Sometimes events are so 
painful, you simply can’t grasp why tliey 
have happened to you or to those you love. 
'I1ie course of your life has dianged forev- 
er, for “even as you cling ... to the last rein- 
nani-s of what used to be, de.siiny has 
pushed you off the. cliff. Careening into the 
void, you find yourself clutching at dark 

. bir." 

] At sudi a point, you may feel paralyzed 
— unable to act. Yet, one course of action 
does remain: to let go. 

“Throw yourself into the swirling dark 
iurrents, arms and legs outstretched, see- 
3ng where it lakes you," Orsbom said. Face

of recreational activity. I bet this 
kind of thing does not happen to 
heroin addicts. I bet that when 
serious heroin addicts go to pur- 
chase their heroin, they do not 
tolerate waiting in line while 
some dilettante in front of tliem 
orders a hazelnut smack-a-cino 
with cinnamon sprinkles. 

The reason some of us need cof- 
fee is tha* it contains caffeine, 
which makes us alen. Of course it 
is very important to remember 
that caffeine is a dnig. and, like 
any drtig, it is a lot of fun. 

No! Wait! What I meant to say 
is; Like any drug, caffeine can 
have serious side e/fect.s if we 
ingest too much.

SANTA ANA, Calif. — No 
ocean. Hut you row in sync with 
others. 

No road. Hut you run in a pack. 

You and others sweat buckets 
on treadmills and rowers, 'And as 
a group, you generate energy so 
intense it could e(|iial a small 
nuclear explosinu. 

E(|uipment-l)ased group exer- 
cise is the latest e.xercise wave to 
bit bealib cliilts. The premise: 
Working out solo with machines 
ami weights at the gym can be 
■ like eating the same cere:il every 
ilay — it gets boring. To get psy- 
ched again about exercise, you 
can cross-train in a coached group 
setting to the cadence nf adrena- 
iine-l)ixisting music. 

Classes with catch names such 
as Treading (treadmill training), 
Studio Crewing (indoor rowing) 
and Power Pump (weight (rain- 
ing) are attempting to go where 
”Spinninfrnnd"otherkinriir-of- 
indoor stationary cycling blazed 
ilirmigli a couple of years ago, 

Sure, treadmills, rowers and 
barbells have been around for 
years, 

Old exercise. New packaging. 

They marry three proven fit- 
ness concepts: First, it’s more fun 
to. exercise with others; second, 


an instructor can provide the 
variety to keep you stimulated; 
hist, working out on treadmills 
and rowers provWcs measuraide 
cardiovascular benefits, and 
pumping iron increases strength 
and mu.scle endurance. 

“People are higlily motivated by 
working in groups," says Debi 
Pillarella, director and owner of 
IkidyWork.s, an exercise-program- 
development consulting company 
in Chicago. "And c-quipment such 
as treadmills are specific as to out- 
come. On a treadmill, you know 
you’re running G miles an hour. 
You can measure the quality of 
your workout. In an aerobics or 
step class, it’s hard to measure how 
much energy yim’ro expending.” 

Although treadmills and row- 


ing machines could rival the 
Starship Enterprise for hiiitoits to 
push and features to try (there's

‘Letters From a Nut’ author a phantom - or Seinfeld.^

THOUSAND OAKS, Calif. — 
This should be prankster Ted. L 
Nancy’s moment in the sun. 
Instead, the funny man who pur- 
portedly lives here is nosvhere to 
be found. 

Thanks in part to a foreword by 
Jei^ Seinfeld, Nancy’s first Ixiok 
of deranged comedic correspon- 
dence. “Letters From a Nut," has 
enjoyed strong stiles and positive 
revie^vs since il was publisliod' 
etirlier this year. 

Nancy’s ridiculously silly mis- 
sives from his fan mail to the 
king of Tonga to his requests to 
gamble at the Flamingo Hilton in 
a "lucky" giant shrimp outfit — 
were even talked up on "Larry 
King Live" and "Tlio Tonight 
,Sb0w." 

Bui it wasn't Nancy doing the 
talking. In fact, no one associated 
with “Letters From a Nut" — not 
Seinfeld, his high-posvered liter- 
ary agent or the book’s New York 
publisher — ha.s apparently ever 
met or spoken with the author, 
who lists a Moorpark Road return 
address on all hU letters. 

‘Wevor met Ted Nancy," said 


Dan Sirone of the William Morris 
Agency. "I don’t really communi- 
cate with him." 

Asked how the author partici- 
pates in marketing decisions, or if 
he even gets paid, Strone replied, 
"He’s not in it for the money.... 
He's really about the art.” 

As fans of Nancy's off-kilter 
humor are disappointedly discov- 
ering, the mystery man is not 
easy to track down: A risit to tlie 
return address listed on his outra- 
~geous joke letters yields a private 
post office box in a tiny strip 
mall, next to a dog groomer and a 
car rental company. 

And the owners of Mail N’ 
More, the postal box business, 
say they've never met Nancy in 
the nesh, communicating only by 
phone, 

All of which has led many peo- 
ple to conclude — quite natural- 
ly, perhaps — that 'fed L Nancy 
doesn't exist and is nothing hut a 
thinly veiled pseudonym for 
Seinfeld, or perhaps one of his 
sitcom's writers. 

If so. the TV star has nor 
owned up to hi.s alter ego, telling 
Larry King and Jay Leno while 
plugging the book earlier this 


year that Nancy Is indeed for 
real. •• 

•*"l-di(l not write them, that I 
c promise you," Seinfeld told a 
^skeptical King. "... 1 am telling 
you the truth." 

In his foreword to "I.eliers 
From a Nut,” Scinfelil offers this' 
explanation of how he got hold of 
Nancy’s wticky work: 

He was watching the Jerry- 
Lewis Telethon at a friend’s 
house in 199S when he noticed a 
pile of letters on the coffee lablt. 
He picked one up. read il and 
laughed. Then he read some 
more, along with the e(|ually 
funny responses from the corjio- 
raiinns and esinhhshmenis that 
followed. He began to read them 
out loud, and soon everyone was 
laughing. 

Evep'ontJ. That is, Imi one man. 
wito "just kind of noddc<l approv- 
ingly as each letter was read.” 

“I guess I didn't re;di;v it at the 
time," Seinfeld wnne. "Inn I am 
convinced that man was the real 
Ted L, Nancy." 

Seinfeld says he asked the 
friend hosting the party if he 
could borrow the letters, and 
later called back and asked if 


there were more. There were.

South cashed his top 
spades and ruffed a spade, but 
when they didn't break 3-3, he was 
forced to concede one down. Had 
spades been 3*3, South would 
have used his club queen for an 
entry to his long spades. 

How docs South avoid the loss 
of two trumps, a spade and a dia- 
mond? By avoiding his risl^ play 
of the trump suiL 
; After ruffing the second dia- 
mond, South should cash only one 
trump — • dummy's ace. Then he 
hhould play the side suits, willing 
to lose two trump tricks. 

First, he cashes his three top 
dubs, next his lop spades; then he 
crossruffs in spades and dia- 
monds. West still scores his two 
trump tricks. In exchange. South 
ensures two spade ruffs in dum- 
my to bring his total to 10 tricks.
